It isn't every day that the 
bishop of Belfast and a thou¬ 
sand mourners turn up for an 
altar boy's funeral, but this was 
far from an ordinary day. even 
by Northern Ireland's tragic 
reckoning of history. 

Less than 100 yards away at 
the bottom of the same hillside 
beyond a gaunt grey line of 
headshmes, another 1,000 mour¬ 
ners heard the rubbing souj>d of

At almost the same moment 
in a nearby Protestant ceme¬ 
tery of Rosetawn, Herbert Roy, 
26. was laid to his final rest in a 
coffin draped with the Union 
Jack. Three thousand Orange¬ 
men. led by Rev. Ian Paisley, 
followed the remains through 
the heart of the Protestant dis¬ 
trict. 


In all. there were six heroes' 
funerals on the same day four 
Roman Catholic and two Protes¬ 
tant. One of the Roman Catho¬ 
lics, Samuel McQamon. a S(^ 
year-old bus driver who was 
shot by a random bullet sriiile 
lowering a window blind, was 
carried in a coffin draped in the 
green, white and gold tricolor of 
the Irish RepuUic to the south. 

“Poor Ireland.” said an old 
woman still wearing widows’ 


weeds from toe 1920 trouble*. 
“AU she has Is her dead." 

In a way. Patrick Rooney 
symbolizes the desperate time* 
in modem Ireland.

BELFAST (Reuters) — 
Premier James Chichester- 
Clark brought Roman Catholic 
and Protestant community 
leaders together Monday night 
to discuss ways of easing the 
tensions in riot-scarred Nor¬ 
thern Ireland. 

But fears new violence 
remained and the commander 
of British troops here warned 
that his soktiers might 9<xsi 
become engulfed in more bitter 
P r o t e 8 tant-Roman CathoMc 
fighUng. 

Representatives of whet Chi- 
chester-Clark described as "all 
sections of responsible opinion'’ 
met at Stormont Castle, seat of 
the North Irrtmd Partiamefit to 
"find ways and means of 
restoring peace and ootrununal 
understanding.” 

TROOPS HOLD UNE 

British troops, meanwhile, 
continued to hold the line 
against new kiter-oommunal 
violence in the two major 
flashpoints. Belfast and London¬ 
derry. while British military 
authorities announced that 
British troop strength will be 
Increased by 2,000 to 6,000 by 
Thursday. 

In Dublin, the outlawed Irish 
Republican Army claimed Mon¬ 
day mght it has sent • number 
of fully-equipped units to Nor¬ 
thern Ireland. 

A slatement warned British 
soldiers on peacekeeping duties! 
in I .ondonderry snd Belfast they I 
are iB “a very perilous titua-| 
ti >n.'’ 

IRA ON ALERT 

The IRA. a shadowy force 
dedicated to forcible reunion of 
Northern Ireland and the Irish 
Republic, said it placed all^ 
members - - estimate at about 
500 — on full alert. 

Chiohester-Clark is to fly to’ 
L'ndon tod.iy for talks with 
Prime Minister Wilson which 
could lead to tighter British 
government control over Nor¬ 
thern Ireland, which has 
domestic autonomy.

Planned on Water Polluters

OTTAWA (CP) — A joint fed¬ 
eral-provincial approach to 
water consen’atiin requiring 
the polluters of water to pay for 
correcting the damaBe lione is 
being prepored by the federal 
g >vernment. 

A policy embodying the pro¬ 
posals is expected to he U.sued 
soon by Otto Lang, minister in 
charge ot energy and water re¬ 
sources. 

It is believed the statement 
pn>poses new legislation replac¬ 
ing the 1953 Canada Water Con¬ 
servation Act which has proved 


I to he too restrictive fw general' 
application. 

Under the new plan, infor¬ 
mants say, the federal govern¬ 
ment will try to establish inter-, 
governmental committees com¬ 
posed of federal and provincial 
officials to examine all waterj 
pollution problems. 

TTie joint approach would get 
around the jurisdictional prob-' 
lem of determining which lakes 
and rivers are of federal con- 
|Cem. and which are provincial. 

' Individual areas of pollution 
1 control, whether take or river 
^basins, would be governed by 


water quality management bod¬ 
ies appointed by the two levels 
of government and representing 
local Interests. E^ch would be 
an independent corporatim, 
with Its headquarters in its own 
area. 

These bodies would be em¬ 
powered to determine what 
needs to be done to overcome 
pollution, and to set fees for in¬ 
dustries or others using water 
tor the disposal of their waste 
products- 

The fees would he sufficient to 
cover the cost of overcoming 
pollution.

M r. tom BEKGEK’S remarks about the repUce- 
ment of some senior civil seivantA if his party 
forms the next provincial government may weU be 
resented by government employees not only at the top 
but on the way up. 

Previously quoted as saying half a dozen deputy 
ministers would be fired following a New Democratic 
Party victory in the forthcoming election, the NDP 
leader elaborated that there w’ould be "no wholesale 
firings" in the civil seivice but there "are ca.ses I think 
where people who served this government well, who 
served Bennett well, will not really fit into a New 
Democratic administrations." 

And why? Because "I think you have to have 
people who want to see the policies implemented that 
you believe In. You can't have people at the top 
echelon of the civii service working against policies 
that we want to bring In." 

This, then, under a new government headed by 
Mr. Berger would be the reward for faithful service to 
the previous government, or governments; banishment 
to "other positions" with equivalent salaries—string¬ 
ing paper-clips, perhaps. 

There are several Implications In Mr. Berger’s 
remarks, none of them agreeable. 

One is that having worked loyally and effectively 
for one government—not one parly, but one 
government—precludes some civil servants from being 
equally loyal and efficient in the service of the next. 

Another is that "people at the top echelon of the 
civil service” would Indeed work against policies the 
new government wanted to bring in: at least Mr. 
Berger is prejudging those he has in mind, finding 
them unco-operative without waiting to see. And yet 
another is that the New Democrats countenance 
patronage In the civil service, and have in sight 
replacements of their own partisan kind for^ the 
deputies they would bounce into "other positions.”

A Breathing Spell 

there are some signs that sanity is return-

a few The voices of reason are no longer wholly 
drowned by the roar of the mob and of ftre, of 
explosion and the shocking shots in the night. 

In East Belfast, for example, the industrial and 
dock.side area, a ‘‘peace committee” comprising 
Protestant clergymen and Roman Catholic priests, 
schoolteachers, housewives and businessmen has sent 
Hr members into the streets to discourage the 
hotheads and reassure the frightened. 

This is a courageous and possibly effective means 
of cooling the tensions, and by the example of this 
group the effort may be expanded into other trouble 
spots. It is badly needed. 

They are counting the cost of the days of 
lawlessness since the Londonderry riots sparked the 
widespread factional fighting of the past week. It is a 
sad and tragic record, still far from complete. But 
already eight arc dead and at least 750 seriously hurt, 
many hundreds are homeless and jobless for factories, 
shops and offices have been the indiscriminate targets 
of the mobs. 

The quick and level-headed response of the troops 
called out In the emergency can be credited to a 1^1?^ 
e.xtent with such control as has been achieved. They 
acted as a sort of buffer, insinuating themselves 
between hostile elements at very considerable risk, 
abd showing the greatest restraint under pressure.

Fdna "licax is a bright, mature woman 
with a good secretarial job in Johannesburg 
and an income which, at i50 a month, is 
well above the £30 average for black South 
Africans at her level. She has her own home, 
stacked with books and records, and she 
h.is said there are really no more material 
goods she needs 

For a hl.ick South African. h<Avever, the 
accumulation of all the personal possessions 
of a middleH^lass existence cannot alter the 
lifetime }>enalty of being officially black. 
(Actually, she's rather a light beige ) 

And Kdna Wilcox has come to the 
conclusion that she really has only two 
enemies in the world, those who have denied 
her the dignity of her own existence, which 
Includes, strangely enough, the governments 
of South Africa and Canada. 


The two governments agree that Fdna 
Wilcox is a very undesirable person. 

The government of South Africa, with bs 
ferocious and wildly-misnamed Suppression 
of Communism Act, is quite candid about it, 
Kdna Wilcox, now a woman about 40, has 
been active since high school in the I'nity 
Movement, an interracial political organi/a- 
lion which seeks the right to vole for the 
black Africans now denied it. 

In 19K4, Fdna Wolcox was served with a 
■ banning" order under the Suppression of 
Communism Act although she has never, of 
course, been a member of the Communist 
Party. Indeed, alxiut 75 per cent rA the 
merhbers of the I’nity Movement have been 
"banned " in Siulh Africa. 


Under this order. Fdn.a Wilcox cannot 
leave Johannesburg. n<it even to visit her 
mother in Cape Town. She cannot belong to 
any political organization, she cannot attend 
any social gathering of more than three 
IxHiple. 

She cannot enter any non-white area In 
Johannesburg but her own. although she i.s 
allowed into the white areas. (This i.s perhaps 
the most raging racial slur of all. for it 
presumes that other Africans might be led 
astray by a "subversive.” but that no while 
person would ever l)e influenced by a black 
African ) 


For Kdna Wilcox, the order means she 
cannot visit the home of her fiance, a 42-year- 
old medical doctor because he is an Indian, 
and she cannot go to parlies with hinv. not 
even a bridge game, in his district, or in her 
own, or anywhere. 

In 1968, she and her fiance. Dr. A. A. 
Saloojee, decided to emigrate to Canada On 
the face of if. Kdna Wilcox had im[>eccable 
credentials as a Canadian newcomer. 

She was sjxin.sored by her sister. Joyce, 
who has lived in Vancouver for some years. 
And as a shorthand secretary in South 
Africa's largest newspaper for blacks. Kdna 
presented a useful skill and a liefter-than- 
average command of the Knglish language. 


Or SaVw'jee was accented as an immi¬ 
grant. But he received strange new-s in a 
Inter from Canadian officials in I.ebanon 
(For some obscure reason, which becomes 
less obscure the more you think about it. 
Canadian immigration matters for the entire 
continent of Africa are handled from Beirut > 
Or Saloojee gained the impression that his 
admi.ssion to ('anada was conditional on his 
a'n-poing not to sjionsor his fiancee. Kdna 
Wilcox.

The federal department of immigration 
agrees that Dr Saloojce s cunclusion was 
fully justified although says the department,

"The wording <if the letter Or. Salooiee 
received fitim the Canadian immigration 
office in Beirvif was, unfortunately, less than 
clear and could he construed to imply that if 
he came to Canada he would be unahle to 
make an application for Miss Wilcox. That is 
wrong . . . 


"If admitted to Canada as a landed 
immigrant Dr, Saloojee would have every 
right to submit an application on behalf of 
his fiancee This d'ves not automatically mean 
that his application would succeed because 
with fiancees as with other sponsored 
applicants, other factors as well bear on the 
decision I think this was the point which the 
auihor of the Beirut letter was ti-ying to 
convey. X'nforlunately, the phrasing was not 
as precise a.s it should have been." 

Just as unfortunately, it is al.sp precisely 
clear that Canada will not admit Kdna 
Wilcox, despite the fact she has two sjxinsors, 
and sjionsored immigrants are almost always 
admitted unless they have some obvious 
disadvantage, such as tuberculosis. 

Kdna Wilcox did have TR many years 
ago, but her medical certificate says she has 
fully-healed lung scars and "no evidence of 
chest pathology." 


It is much more than that, because the 
deiiartment of immigration said officially in 
Ottawa last week 'Her admission vvixild not 
be in the national interest" of Canada. Their 
reasons, the department said, are not 
frivolou.s. 

But what does that mean"’ Does It spring 
from her "hanning" under the so-called 
Suppression of Oimmunism Act’’ She has no 
criminal record, but does it flow from some 
secret report by (he South African p<ilice. 
which Kdna Wilcox could correct if she knew 
what it was? 


They will not tell her, and so she is forced 
hark into the lonely and friendle.ss half-life of 
a ■ banned " person in South Africa. 

Her fiance, although not a "barned’' 
person himself, refuses to leave her and so 
he must suffer, loo. 

Kdna Wilcox knows why South Africa ha.s 
"hanned" her, but no one will tell her why 
Canada has.

They are John Parkuon, 53. only 
survlvoi* cA the Montreal operaticffis and longest surviving 
heart transplant patient in Canada who received his replace¬ 
ment heart Nov. 3, 1968 and Charles Johnson, 54 who under¬ 
went the operation in Toronto last Nov. 17. 

• Surviving longest with another's heart now Is Rev. 
Charles Boulogne, 56, a Roman Catholic priest who lives in 
a suburb of Paris. His transplant was performed May J2, 1968. 

• Herman Scales. 54, died Sunday at Stanford University 
Hospital, Calif., ten hours after becoming the hospital's 16th 
heart transplant patient. Doctors said Scales was operated on 
late Saturday by a team of surgeons headed by Dr. Norman 
Shumway. Donor of the heart was not named. 

• Two prominent North American heart transplant sur¬ 
geons said Monday they were not discouraged by Blaiberg's 
death.

man wanted for questioning in 
the brutal murders of actress 
Sharon Tate and four others 
was Interrogated by police for 
nearly three hours Monday, 
then released.

NANAIMO —Both Ub- 
eral candidate Bob Plecas 
and NDP ccindidate Dave 
Stupich, criticized Social 
Credit advertising policies 
Monday night during an all* 
candidates meeting at the 
Credit Union Hall, Na¬ 
naimo. The meeting was 
organized by Local 8 of the 
Canadian Pulp and Paper 
Workers Union. 

Mr. Plecas referred lo a 
reprinted newspaper article for 
a Socred advertisement, in 
which Dean Neville Scarfe of 
the University of B.C. said the 
province's education system 
was the best in the world. 

Mr. Plecas quoted a subse¬ 
quent editorial in another news¬ 
paper ki which Dean Scarfe had 
said that he did tiut give 
permission for his name to lie 
j used in connection with the 
I advertisement and that he only 
I went to countries such as 
Turkey, East Africa and Ethi¬ 


opia. He saw little of European i 
countries where he understood 
education facilities were 
superior. 

Mr. Piecas said that type of 
advertising repulsed him. 

Mr. Plecas said his platform 
included the position that Bill 33 
shrxiid be amended and that it 
should be removed from 
ministers' or catrfnet jurisdic¬ 
tion and placed before the 
legislature for decision. 

He said it should be a two- 
edged sword that could either 
affect companies or unions 
instead of only favoring com¬ 
panies. He said pollution con¬ 
trol, claimed by many mills, 
was actually only repair of 
existing facilities. 

Several Harmac workers, he 
said, told him that a 5750,000 
pollution contra) measure was 
actually repairs to a pre¬ 


cipitator “that existed since i 
Fido was a pup." 

Mr. Stupich referred to legis¬ 
lation which prohibited adver¬ 
tisers from discriminating

About Worms

nested earthworms improve your gar¬ 
den soil.

Most ot the garden book.s will tell 
you that earthworms are considered 
highly beneficial in the garden -so 
much so. classified advertisemenLs such 
as the above appear in the back pages 
of every I'.S. garden ma. .a. inc. 

I wonder s nieliriies. though, 
whether we » e cinlusing cause and 
effect hert*. It is true that a soil 
containing i 1 population of earth- 
worms i.'< usually very fertile and rich 
in organic matter, but 1 have a hunch 
that the worms are the result rather 
than the cause of the high fertility. I 
think they move in and multiply in 
humus-rich soil and move out of hot, 
drv' infertile pniund. 

* * * 

Whelher or not they convey any 
benefit to cultivated ground, worms can 
certainly make an unholy mess of the 
front lawn. Every morning, especially 
after rain or a heavy dew, worm- 
infested lawns will he dolled with tittle 
hiltiKks of wormcasls. 

While these easts are supposed to 
contain mineral-rich soil dredged up 
from the lower leves, the stuff is a 


stjcky pasty te.xture. and when Rattened 
down by the passage of the lawn 
mower, they smother and kill the gra.sa. 
In old-time English estate gardens it 
was the duty of the head gardeners 
mt»t junior aiiprentice to sweep the 
lawn esery morning with a birch 
broom, scattering ihe casts. 

For a severe inlestabon, the head 
gardener would order an application nf 
nxiwrah meal, a worm-killer imported 
fnim India and made from the hean- 
like seeds of a native tree, l-ater. 
arsenate of lead was used artd is still 
effective, sometimes used on golf 
course, but the stuff is a dangerous and 
{lersistent poison and I don't care much 
about having it around. 

* * ★ 

For the nature b-iys who ran t bear 
to destroy earthworms, a good remedy 
for a worm-infesled lawn is perman¬ 
ganate of potash, half a teaspoonful per 
gallon of water applied in sufficient 
quantity to drench -the soil at a time 
when Ihe ground is already moist to a 
giKxl depth. 

This doesn't kill the worms but it 
brings them wriggling to the surface, 
where they can be swept up and put to 
work in the comixist heap Incidentally, 
this isn't a had stunt when you want to 


collect fish bait widMut • lot el 
atrenikHJS digging. 

To de-worm a lawn without bringing 
them to the surface, Oie modem 
treatment is to kill them In the anil with 
chlurdane. This chemical cornea in boib 
powdered and liquid emulsion forms, 
and for this purpose I prefer the liquid 
formulation. You can buy H as 
chlordane emulsion, or you may find It 
under such trade names as Pest-Odor, 
Am and Grub Killer, End-O-Peat ARC, 
Lawn Insect Killer and the like. Check 
for the name chlordane In the list of 
ingredients on the label. 

* * A 

First, give fbe lawn a really deep 
and thorough watering, for the chlor- 
dane solution can't penetrate tn the 
proper de(>lh in dry soil . Dilute at the 
rate nf three tablespoonfuli per gallon 
and apply with a watering can In the 
cool of the evening w-hen the worms ire 
in the upper layers of soil Five gallnni 
of s<dution wilt do 100 square feet. 

If you use a hose-end dispenser 
instead of a watering can and this la a 
much less lahonous method of applica¬ 
tion - figure on four ounces of the 
chlordane per 100 square feet. Follow 
this un with a final light watering to 
wash in the chemical.
